In partial fulfillment of the Fifth Gen- 
eral Synod’s (1965) action, the Executive 
Council of the United Church of Christ 
has called upon all members, ministers 
and leaders to study and share responsibil- 
ity in suggesting revisions of the First Draft 
(published under the title, A Plan of Union) 
of the Consultation on Church Union. 

The Administrative Committee, acting 
for the Executive Council, urges each con- 
gregation to study the plan in loca] ecu- 
menical settings wherever possible and 
propose its revisions so that rewriting of 
the plan will take “into full account the 
reactions and concerns of members of the 
United Church of Christ. It further re- 
quests that copies of all reactions and pro- 
posals for revision forwarded to the Con- 
sultation on Church Union be sent to the 
Office of the (U.C.C.}) President for the 
information of the Executive Council.” 

Earliest termination date for the discus- 
sion process at the local level will be June 
1, 1972. After that the revised plan will 
be circulated so that again there can be

widespread discussion in the Church be- 
fore the General Synod acts on the plan. 
It is not likely that such a plan could he 
submitted to the General Synod before 
* 1975. 

Even then, if the plan is adopted by the 
General Synod, this action will be sub- 
mitted to the Conferences for ratification. 
If ratification is given by two-thirds of the 
Conferences, each congregation will then 
be asked to decide whether to becqme a 
part of the new denomination, unless by 
prior action it has authorized its Confer- 
ence or the General Synod to vote for it. 

Local congregations and members are 
given opportunity for full participation at 
four significant points: 1. The process of 
study and revision of A Plan of Union 
now going on. 2. Discussion of the re- 
vised plan both at the congregational and 
the Conference levels before General Synod 
action is taken. 3. If the General Synod 
acts to submit the plan te the Conferences 
for ratification, the congregation’s repre- 
sentatives will vote at the Conference meet-

Here, Wiley Blevins, a deaf 
mute who lives alone in a tiny moun- 
tain community in western North Car- 
olina, cuts wood to make rocking 
chairs, the sale of which provides him 
employment. 

The Commission on Religion in Ap- 
palachia (CORA), which is supported 
by seventeen denominations — includ- 
ing the U. C. C. — and eleven state 
councils of churches, as well as by 
secular groups, enables poor people to 
create, own, manage, and work in 
community corporations that are 
“home-grown from the natural re- 
sources and from their natural abili- 
ties.” The result: new hope and new 
freedom through power and money.

In the wake of a disastrous cyclone 
in East Pakistan in November 1970, 
500,000. persons were dead and more 
than a million were homeless. This 
was crowded out by accounts of recov- 
ery being made in Peru where a few 
months before a mud avalanche cre- 
ated by a violent earthquake covered 
towns and villages. 

When such calamities occur, people 
around the world volunteer help. But 
coordinating such responses into ac- 
tion takes time; help is needed imme- 
diately! 

Hours after the Peruvial quake, 
OGHS-SOS money was purchasing 
needed supplies in Peru to aid victims, 
Hours after the tidal wave swept East 
Pakistan — even before a report could 
be received from Church World Ser- 
vice in Pakistan — OGHS-SOS money 
and materials were ministering to the 
hurt. 

Such immediate response requires 
some funds reserved for emergency 
use, The amount of aid that can be 
immediately administered depends up- 
on the generosity of Christian people 
who can provide ahead of time for dis- 
asters.
